Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting

MATSQUI  BY-LAWS. 


MATSQUI  RATE  BY-LAW,  1897. 


rpHE  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
I District  of  Matsqui  enact  as  follows  : — 

1.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  upon 
all  the  lands  mentioned  in  the  Assessment  Roll  for  the 
time  being  in  force  in  the  Municipality,  and  on  all 
real  property  held  by  any  railway  company  within  the 
Municipality,  an  equal  rate  of  one-half  of  one  per 
cent,  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof,  as  appears  by 
the  said  roll. 

2.  There  shall  also  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  on 
all  wild  land  and  unimproved  land  in  the  Municipality, 
an  equal  rate  of  two  per  cent,  on  the  assessed  value 
thereof,  as  appears  by  the  said  roll,  and  it  is  further 
provided  that  all  improvements  be  exempt  from  tax- 
ation. 

3.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  all  persons  paying  their 
taxes  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  a rebate 
of  one-sixth  of  the  total  amount.  This  rebate  shall 
not,  however,  apply  to  any  money  paid  in  commutation 
of  statute  labour  and  trade  licences. 

4.  The  trade  licences  payable  in  advance  within  the 
Municipality  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  section  169,  “ Municipal  Clauses  Act,  1896.” 

5.  The  aforesaid  taxes  and  trade  licences  shall  be 
due  and  payable  by  the  person  or  persons  liable  for 
the  same  to  the  Collector  of  the  Municipality. 

6.  The  rates  and  taxes  on  land,  special  or  otherwise, 
which  are  unpaid  on  the  last  day  of  December  in  each 
year  shall  bear  interest  therefrom  until  paid  in  full  at 
a rate  of  interest  of  six  per  centum  per  annum.

A BY-LAW 

To  Regulate  the  Issuance  of  licences  for  the  Several 
Trades,  Occupations,  Professions  and  Businesses 
therein  set  forth. 

rpHE  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
_L  City  of  Nanaimo  enacts  as  follows : — 

1.  The  Nanaimo  Revenue  By-Law  of  1S93  is  hereby 
repealed,  excepting  so  far  as  may  be  required  for 
securing  and  enforcing  the  payment  of  any  rates  and 
taxes  now  outstanding,  or  in  arrears,  or  the  recovery 
of  any  penalty  thereunder  ; but  such  repeal  shall  not 
revive  any  by-law,  or  part  of  a by-law,  or  provision  of 
a by-law  repealed  by  such  by-law. 

2. -  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  by-law,  every 
person  using  or  following  any  of  the  trades  occupa- 
tions, professions  or  businesses  herein  mentioned  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  Nanaimo,  shall  take  out  a 
periodical  licence  therefor,  for  such  period  as  is  herein 
set  forth,  paying  for  such  licence  such  periodical  sum 
as  is  herein  specified,  which  said  sum  shall  be  paid  in 
advance,  to  the  person  authorised  to  collect  such  sums 
for  the  Municipality. 

SCHEDULE. 

(1.)  Every  person  vending  spirituous  or  fermented 
liquors  by  retail,  for  each  house  or  place  where  such 
vending  is  carried  on,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
for  every  six  months  : 

(2. ) Every  person  not  having  a retail  licence  under 
sub-sections  (1)  or  (4)  or  (5)  of  this  clause,  who  sells, 
barters  or  traffics  by  retail  in  fermented,  spirituous  or 
other  liquors  in  a shop,  store  or  place  other  than  an 
inn,  saloon,  ale  or  beer  house,  or  other  house  of  public 
entertainment,  in  quantities  of  not  less  than  a reputed 
pint  bottle  at  any  one  time,  to  any  one  person,  where 
the  liquor  is  at  the  time  of  sale  taken  off  the  premises 
in  the  original  package  or  bottle,  for  each  house  or 
place  where  such  vending  is  carried  on,  two  hundred 
dollars  for  every  six  months  : 

(3.)  Every  person  not  having  a retail  licence  as 
above,  and  vending  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors  by 
wholesale,  that  is  to  say,  in  quantities  of  not  less  than 
two  gallons,  for  each  house  or  place,  fifty  dollars  for 
every  six  months  : 

(4.)  Every  person  who  keeps  a restaurant,  aud  sup- 
plies beer  or  porter  or  wines  with  meals,  and  not 
otherwise,  fifty  dollars  for  every  six  months  : 

(5.)  Every  person  vending  wines,  spirits,  beer,  or 
other  fermented  or  intoxicating  liquor  by  retail  in  any 
building  in  use  as  an  hotel,  and  containing  not  less 
than  thirty  rooms  actually  furnished  and  used  for 
hotel  purposes,  for  each  house  or  place  where  such 
vending  is  carried  on,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
for  every  six  months : 

(6.)  Every  person  keeping  a saloon  or  building 
where  a billiard  table  is  used  for  hire  or  profit,  three 
dollars  for  each  table  for  every  six  months  : 

(7.)  Every  person  keeping  a bowling  alley  or  rifle 
gallery,  five  dollars  for  every  six  months: 

(8.)  Every  person  selling  opium,  except  chemists 
and  druggists  using  the  same  in  the  preparation  of 
prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners,  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  six  months : 

(9.)  Every  person  carrying  on  the  business  of  a 
wholesale,  or  of  a wholesale  and  retail  merchant  or 
trader,  ten  dollars  for  every  six  months : 

(10.)  Every  retail  trader,  five  dollars  for  every  six 
months;  such  two  last-mentioned  licences  to  enable 
the  person  paying  the  same  to  change  his  place  of  busi- 
ness at  pleasure,  but  not  to  carry  on  business  at  two 
places  at  the  same  time  under  one  licence:

(13.)  Every  person  who  keeps  or  carries  on  a public 
wash-house  or  laundry,  five  dollars  for  every  six 
months : 

(14.)  Every  person  carrying  on  the  business  of  a 
pawnbroker,  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  six  months : 
(15.)  Every  owner  or  owners  of  cabs,  buggies,  wag- 
gons, carts,  carriages,  omnibusses  and  other  vehicles 
kept  for  hire,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  half-year 


for  every  such  vehicle  : Provided  that  no  person  or 
company  holding  four  licences  under  this  sub-section 
shall  be  liable  at  the  same  time  to  take  out  or  pay  for 
a licence  in  respect  of  the  livery  stable  at  which  the 
vehicle  mentioned  in  such  licence  is  kept ; and  all  per- 
sons taking  out  licences  under  this  section  shall  have 
their  registered  numbers  painted  on  all  their  vehicles, 
which  number  shall  be  obtained  from  the  Collector : 

(16.)  Every  livery-stable  keeper,  ten  dollars  for 
every  six  months ; and  all  persons  taking  out  licences 
under  this  section  shall  have  their  registered  numbers 
painted  on  all  their  vehicles,  which  number  shall  be 
obtained  from  the  Collector : 

(17.)  Every  person  carrying  on,  on  his  own  account, 
the  business  of  a banker,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
for  every  six  months : 

(18.)  Every  person  practising  as  a barrister  or  solici- 
tor, twelve  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  every  six 
months: 

(19.)  Every  person , other  than  a barrister  or  solicitor, 
who  has  taken  out  a licence  to  practise  as  such,  follow- 
ing the  occupation  of  a conveyancer,  or  land  agent,  or 
both,  five  dollars  for  every  six  months : 

(20.)  Every  auctioneer,  not  being  a government 
officer  selling  by  auction  government  property,  or 
sheriff  or  sheriff’s  officer  or  bailiff  selling  lands,  goods 
or  chattels  taken  in  execution,  or  for  the  satisfaction 
of  rent  or  taxes,  in  addition  to  any  other  licence  before 
mentioned,  fifty  dollars  for  every  six  months : 

(21.)  Every  person  who  exhibits  a public  circus  or 
menagerie,  fifty  dollars  for  each  day  of  such  exhibition : 

(22. ) From  the  proprietor,  lessee  or  manager  of  any 
theatre,  concert  hall  or  other  place  of  amusement, 
entertainment  or  exhibition,  according  to  the  seating 
capacity  of  such  theatre,  concert  hall  or  other  place  of 
amusement,  entertainment  or  exhibition,  allowing 
twenty-two  inches  for  each  seat,  the  amounts  follow-

(a. ) For  every  such  place  seating  nine  hundred  and 
seventy-five  persons  or  more,  three  hundred  dollars 
for  one  year,  or  one  hundred  dollars  for  three  months, 
or  fifty  dollars  for  one  month,  or  five  dollars  for  one 
day  : 

(b. ) For  every  such  place  seating  less  than  nine  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  persons,  one  hundred  dollars  for 
one  year,  or  fifty  dollars  for  three  months,  or  twenty 
dollars  for  one  month,  or  five  dollars  for  one  day.  Ail 
licences  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  sub-section 
shall  be  known  and  designated  as  “theatre  licences,” 
but  no  licence  shall  be  required  in  respect  of  any 
exhibition,  concert  or  other  entertainment  for  the 
benefit  of  any  church,  school  or  hospital,  or  any  chari- 
table entertainments  by  any  amateur  dramatic  associa- 
tion or  literary  society: 

(23.)  From  every  person  following  within  the  Muni- 
cipality any  trade,  occupation  or  calling  not  herein- 
before enumerated,  or  who  enters  into  or  carries  on 
any  contract  or  agreement  to  perform  any  work  or 
furnish  any  material,  five  dollars  for  every  six  months: 
Provided,  always,  that  no  person  employed  as  a jour- 
neyman or  for  wages  only,  and  not  employing  any 
other  person  or  persons,  or  not  having  a regular  place 
of  business,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
sub-section  : 

(24. ) From  every  gas  company,  telephone  company, 
electric  light  company,  street  railway  or  tramway 
company,  investment  and  loan  societies,  fur  dealers  or 
fur  traders,  fifty  dollars  for  every  six  months  : 

(25. ) From  every  express  company,  ten  dollars  for 
every  six  months  : 

(26.)  For  a licence  to  exhibit  wax  works,  cirous 
riding,  rope  walking,  dancing,  tumbling  or  other 
acrobatic  or  gymnastic  performance,  wild  animals  or 
hippodrome,  sparring,  boxing,  sleight  of  hand,  leger- 
demain, jugglery  or  other  like  tricks,  pictures,  print- 
ings, statuary,  works  of  art,  natural  and  artificial 
curiosities,  tableaux,  wonderful  animals  or  freaks  of 
nature,  or  any  other  exhibition  kept  for  hire  or  profit 
when  the  same  is  exhibited  elsewhere  than  in  a 
theatre,  music  or  concert  hall,  or  other  building  or 
place  duly  licensed,  for  each  day  of  such  exhibition  a 
fee  of  ten  dollars  : 

(27.)  From  each  astrologer  and  fortune-teller, 
twenty-five  dollars  for  every  six  months. 

3.  The  form  of  licence  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
the  Schedule  C.  annexed  to  and  forming  part  of  the 
“ Municipal  Clauses  Act,  1896,”  and  all  licences 
granted  under  this  by-law  shall  terminate  on  the  15th 
day  of  July  and  the  15th  day  of  January,  in  each  and 
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every  year,  and  no  proportionate  reduction  shall  he 
made  on  account  of  any  person  or  persons  commenc- 
ing business  between  t hese  dates. 

4.  All  licencos  granted  under  authority  of  this  by- 

law shall  be  issued  by  the  person  authorised  for  that 
purpose  by  the  Council  : Provided,  always,  that  no 

licence  for  the  sale  of  liquors  shall  be  issued  except  by 
an  order  from  the  Board  of  Licence  Commissioners. 

5.  Any  person  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  by-law  shall,  on  summary  conviction 
before  the  Police  Magistrate  or  any  two  Justices  of 
the  Peace  having  jurisdiction  over  offences  against  the 
by-laws  of  the  City  of  Nanaimo,  forfeit  and  pay  over 
a penalty  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
for  every  such  offence,  together  with  the  amount 
which  should  have  been  paid  for  such  liccnco,  which 
said  amount  and  penalty  shall,  for  the  purposes  of 
recovery  under  this  by-law,  Tie  held  to  be  one  penalty, 
and  which  said  penalty  may,  with  the  costs  of  con- 
viction, be  levied  by  distress  of  the  goods  and  chattels 
of  the  persons  so  violating  this  by-law,  and  in  case 
such  goods  and  chattels  shall  prove  insufficient  to 
satisfy  such  penalty  and  costs,  then  by  imprisonment 
of  such  persons  for  any  term  not  exceeding  three 
calendar  months. 

6.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“Trades  Licence  By-law,  1897.”
